A problem  was  precipitated  by  the  appearance  last  week  of 
the  WYE  magazine;  the  editors  desire  to  face  the  situation  with  a 
printed  statement  of  their  policy  regarding  the  magazine  as  a cam- 
pus periodical,  hoping  therewith  to  stand  in  the  clear  of  criticisms 
of  their  efforts  delivered  in  .little  taste  and  less  syntax. 

The  WYE  is  a BYU  student  publication  whose  editors  are  ap- 
pointed to  their  positions  on  the  basis  of  .capability  and  experience 
through  application  to  a faculty  adviser. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  WYE  to  provide  an  incentive  for  the 
creative  writing  efforts  of  BYU  students,  and  their  proving-ground 
in  print.  It  is  assumed  that  contributions  will  be  of  the  best  quality 
to  be  found  among  campus  writers.  WYE  material  is  not  commis- 
ioned  of  a clique,  by  the  editors,  but  is  solicited  from  the  general 
student  body  in  open  competition  for  certain  prizes  in  each  depart- 
ment which  the  magazine  treats,  namely,  fiction,  non-fiction,  and 
poetry.  - It  is  to  he  understood  however,  that  the  editors  themselves, 
although  expected  to  submit  their  own  best  manuscripts,  are  not 
eligible  for  the  competitive  awards  in  the  departments  which  they 

All  material  is  reviewed  first  by  the  department  editprs,  then 
over  a round-table  by  the  entire  staff,  no- submission  being  rejected 
on  the  word  of  one  staff  member  alone.  Often  material  is  marked 
acceptable  with  revision,’  and  the  editors  are  then  expectd  to 
advise  and  help  authors  in  private  conference.  . * ; 

Material  is  judged  on  the  basis  of  its  literacy,  its  inspiration,  its 
sincerfc  purpose,  and  its  seeming  success  as  STUDENT  work.  Re- 
jection of  any  piece  does  not  necessarily  adjudge  the  potentials  of  its 
author;  the  closer  the  writing  approximates  the  professional,  the 
happier  the  editors  are  to  print  it,  even  though  their  aim  is  not 
fundamentally  the  publishing  of  a “little”  magazine,  nor  certainly 
a commercial  one,  but  the  communicating  to  interested  members 
of  our  campus  what  their  thinking- writing  colleagues  have  to  say, 
in  the  most  suitable  expressive  form,  about  matters  pertinent  to  the 
educated  mind  and  progressive  individual  “ 

Manuscripts  are  finally  reviewed  by  the  faculty  adviser  in  col- 
laboration with  congenial  faculty  members  in  an  attempt  further  to 
guide  the  student  policy  of  the  staff  and  to  help  maintain  a maga- 
zine of  style,  dignity,  and.  direction— a magazine  making  its  appeal 
to  all  university  members  intent  on  personal  development  and  sym- 
pathetic  with  the  ambitions  of  campus  authors  and  editors  of  the 

WYE  magazine.  , , „ ....  , 

For  the  practice  of  the  aspiring  writer,  and  to  facilitate  editing, 
manuscript  should  be  submitted  in  the  approved  professional  man- 
ner— typewritten,  double-spaced,  with  wide  margins.  Authors  are 
requested  to  withhold  their  names  from  the  manuscript  itself,  rather 
attaching  it  in  a sealed  envelope,  to  assure  impersonal  evaluation. 
Authors  may  learn  the  judgment  of  the  staff  by  visiting  the  WYE 
file  in  the  student  body  office.  . 

The  spring  issue  of  the  WYE  magazine  is  presently  being  pre- 
pared, for  which  submissions  are  invited  through  the  gold  mailbox 
in  the  Joseph  Smith  lobby.

that  their  checks  be  mailed  to 
certain  business  establish- 
ments. 

Of  course  the  VA  must 
honor  this  request  since  the 
veteran  may  have  his  checks 
mailed  to  any  address  he 
chooses,  but  no  one  has  the 
legal  right  to  withold  divi- 
dend payments  from  the  vet- 
eran after  they  receive  them. 

These  checks  can  not  be 
witheld  for  the  purpose  of 
procuring  settlement  of  a 
debt,  as  a security  fo  indebt- 
edness, or  for  any  other  reas- 
on.

Cougars  cop  second  place 
with  wins  over  Denver,  Aggies 


Cowboys  will  face 
Aggies  and  Indians 


The  Brigham  Young  Cougars 
vaulted  into  second  place  in  the 
Skyline  Six  scramble  on  the 
strength  of  three  wins  in  four 
days.  Denver  and  Utah  State  fell 
by  wide  margins  before  the 
pleasing-to -watch  Cougars  at 
Springville  on  Friday  and  Sat- 
urday nights  respectively.  The 
Pioneers  were  downed  55-39 
while  the  Aggies  were  white- 
washed 71-41. 

The  Cats  traveled  to  Logan 
Monday  night  and  thanks  to  Jack 
Whipple  eked  out  a 48-47  thriller 
over  an  inspired  Aggie  five. 

Whipple,  inserted  into  the  game 
in  the  last  few  minutes,  dropped 
two  quick  field  goals  through  the 
hoop,  gobbled  up  more  than  his 
share  of  rebounds,  and  generally 
sparked  the  Cougars  to  come  from 
behind  and  edge  the  Aggies  in 
their  first  real  tight  game  of  the 
conference  season. 

Joe  Nelson  led  the  Cougars  in 
scoring  with  15  with  Roland 
Minson  11  and  Mel  Hutchins 
ten,  close  behind.  In  addition  to 
scoring  ten  himself,  Hutch  held 
Rollo  Johnson  to  five. 

About  midway  in  the  first  half 
BYU  sported  a 14-6  lead  but  the 
Agies  rallied  and  tied  the  score 
at  18.  Here  the  Cougars  had 
another  lapse  and  Utah  State 
picked  up  a 24-20  halftime  ad- 
vantage. 

During  the  second  half  it  look- 
ed as  though  the  Aggies  might 
turn  it  into  a rout  at  any  mom- 
ent but  the  Cougars  were  held 
five  points  behind  until  the  score 
reached  42-38.
